The carriers are the Rendova, 
Siboney, Bairoko, Kearsarge and 
Leyte. The cruisers include the 
Pasadena, Springfield, Fargo, Spo- 
kane, Juneau and Macon. 

Time will tell whether all of 
them will be retired. The pro- 
gram is being started under tenta- 
tive cuts decreed by Johnson for 
the remainder of this fiscal year 
and the new fiscal year starting 
July 1.

available, some of the vessels will 
be kept in the active flee. 

Johnson has promised Secretary 
of the Navy Francis J. Matthews a 
hearing on possible restoration of 
some of the cuts but he has 
directed all three services—the 
Navy, Armed and Air Yorce—to 
get ready to operate within a $13.- 
000,000,000 defense wpudget next 
year. 

The Navy decommissioning pro-' 
gram calls for a 12 percent reduc- 
tion in the Atlantic Fleet and a 
nine percent slash in the Pacific 
Fleet. The Navy denied in. this 
connection last week that the -en- 
tire Pacific Fleet would be dis- 
banded. 

The carrier cutback will reduce 
carrier air groups from 14 to nine, 
and Marine air squadrons from 23 
to 12. Officers and men of the 
Navy will be reduced from 515,000 
to 460,000.

Florida Ready 
For Tax Hikes 


Due Tomorrow 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. — (?) — 
Florida’s first big tax boost since 
1945 becomes effective tomorrow. 

It is a three percent sales tax. | 
But many items are exempted. 
For example, restaurant meals are 
taxed. Groceries are not. Clothing 
up to $10 is exempt. So are new 
automobiles and liquor. 

Liquor does have a new tax this 
year, however. It went up 25 cents 
a gallon July 1. Wine taxes were 
doubled, effective last month. 

Along with the sales tax is an 
increase in the state cigarette tax. 
It will be five cents starting to- 
morrow. That means a penny in- 
crease to most smokers. 

But in places where there has 
been a city tax, cigarettes actually 
may be cheaper tomorrow. Take 
Miami, for instance. On top of a 
four-cent state tax, Miami had a 
two-cent city tax. Total six cents. 
Under the new state law the state 
tax is five cents. There is no city 
tax. Total five cents. 

But the city doesn’t lose in the 
deal. On the contrary, cities are 
permitted to levy up to the maxi- 
mum of five cents a package ciga- 
rette tax. When a city levies a five- 
cent tax, it gets all the money and 
the state gets nothing. 

Counties also get help from the 
state under the new tax law. A 
county keeps the whole seven 
cents of gasoline tax it collects. 

Collections will start late in De- 
cember. Oil companies are re-' 
quired to report their tax collec- 
tions by the 26th of the month 
after the one when they are 
collected. 

That will be about the same time 
the state will begin getting its first 
sales tax money. Merchants will 
make their reports by the 20th of. 
the month after collection. 

The tax law. has been challenged 
in court. An injunction against 
collection of it is asked in West. 
Palm Beach. State officials expect 
the injunction to be denied today. | 
They are going ahead with plans 
to collect the tax starting to- 
morrow.

Southern Presbyterians rank second in 
the separate bodies, with 638,652 members. 


Georgia has nearly 50,000 South- 
ern Presbyterians, with nearly 
20,000 of them in the immediate 
Metropolitan Atlanta Area, and 
some 25,000 in the entire Greater 
Atlanta Area. Information is 
given that, if all unattached 
Southern Presbyterians in the At 
lanta Metropolitan Area were to 
enlist in church membership, the 
total numbers for the Greater At.

“Every team uses it if they have 
an end who can run like Hart.” 

Preston said he was advised by 
A. R. Hutchens, Secretary of the 
College Football Rules Committee, 
that the end must face his own 
goal line before receiving the ball 
or violate college rule 7-1-5 (hand- 
ing the ball forward). 

Hutchens said the end must 
make a full 180-degree turn com- 
ing out of the line to make the 
play legal, Preston reported. 

“Hart doesn’t do that,” Leahy 
said, “and I’ve never heard of it 
being required. He turns directly 
toward the center of the line and 
takes a handback from the quarter- 
back one yard back of the line of 
scrimmage.” 

Preston contended the quarter- 
back handed the ball forward to 
Hart in the 245-pound eftd’s scor- 
ing run against Washington.

year produced about 5,000 bales, this year 
will produce about 400.

Cobb County has, under existing regu- 
lations, been classified as a “disaster area” 
and farmers will be eligible for Federal 
loans. | 
This situation, by no means confined 
to Cobb County, presents an interesting 
sidelight on the national thinking which 
developed after the great depression which 
began in October, 1929. 

It presents a problem for all people, 
the States’ Righters especially. 

There are many cotton counties over 
Georgia and over the South which find 
themselves in a desperate predicament. 

Now, according to the States’ Rights, 
Dixiecrat doctrine, these farmers should 
be left to sweat it out. They did this 
in the depression years. Thousands of 
farms were lost. The situation became so 
bad in some areas that citizens armed 
themselves and prevented the auction of 
farms on which mortgages had been fore- 
closed. There was no Federal machinery 
to assist the farmers and the home owners. 
A state of anarchy did exist in some re- 
gions. 3 

Many of the Cobb County farmers will 
lose their farms if they don’t get help. 
The same thing will happen in numerous 
other areas. The various States can’t do 
the job. 

Last Winter, for example, the cattle 
growers of Wyoming and other Western 
States, had more than one million dollars 
of-the taxpayers’ money from all States 
spent on their disaster when snow and 
extreme cold isolated their stock, thou- 
sands of head being lost.

Is Ike Warming Up as a Candidate? 


NEW YORK—Even though Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower continues to rebuff any suggestion he may 
be a candidate for the Republican nomination for President in 1952, there seem to be several straws 


in the wind which would indicate he may change his attitude. 


losing some of its iron. 

Straw No. 1: It is reliably reported by sources 
close to the General that he has recently even dis- 
cussed his campaign manager and tentatively 
selected a well-known metropolitan newspaper 
executive to do the job. However, this man has 
had practically no experience in politics, but is a 
close friend and great admirer of the General. 
Based on the unfortunate experience of Wendell 
Willkie, who surrounded himself by amateurs, 
many veteran politicians believe that one of the 
first jobs of a successful candidate is to get to- 
gether an experienced staff of professionals. 

A few days before the 1940 election, this re- 
porter met James A. Farley, and in reply to a 
question as to who would win, he answered: 

“Willkie should but Roosevelt will. 
was bady advised and badly managed.” 


Straw No. 2: A person prominent in the 
Republican Party, ranking near the top, re- 
cently stopped to see the General, expecting 
to stay about 15 minutes and perhaps to talk 
about the weather. The visitor remained for 
an hour and a half, and the weather was 
only an incidental topic. This was the part- 
ing advice given: | 

“Don’t listen to politicians. They will 
advise you to do many things, most of them 
wrong. Keep quiet for the present and let 
nature takes its course.” 


Straw No. 3: In his recent testimony before 
the House Armed Services Committee, General 
Eisenhower pretty successfully carried water on 
both shoulders in the row among the various 
services and did his best to overcome the bitter- 
ness already engendered.

The South is the great peanut pro- 
ducing section. The Japanese capture of oil-producing lands and 
use of oils by the armed services, were a great boon to the South. 
Farm lands idle and nonprofitable for years were put into peanuts. 
The farmers did a magnificent job. We had no harmful shortages 
of oil throughout the war period. 

If peanuts were allowed to seek their natural level on a basis of 
supply and demand their prices, like those of potatoes, would come 
tumbling down and so would the cost of certain brands of 
margarine. 

So, in addition to every American paying an estimated 40 cents 
to the potato farmers, he will add about 25 cents to the peanut 
farmers. Beekeepers are to have their honey prices supported and 
that will cost less than a cent each. I have not robbed my bees 
now in two years, having been too busy and too lazy, but I am go- 
ing to watch those honey prices.

We cannot allow the farmer to be the only unprotected producer. 

It is not a new situation. It is merely one which has ballooned 
and grown up because once some were protected the pressure grew 
to keep adding to the list. : 

It will continue to be expensive. It will remain wasteful and 
inequitable, productive of angers and misunderstandings, until we 
find a formula which will do the job.

Love Laughs ai Odds Makers 


A ten-year survey just completed by a Pennsylvania psychologist re- 
veals that, whereas one married couple in every six is “extremely hap- 
py,” only one in twenty is “quite unhappy.” 


The unmentioned majority, one supposes, fall into that familiar 


category, “pleasantly miserable.” 


Of course, the disparity between the number of married persons who count them- 
selves “extremely happy” and those who are “quite unhappy” may be explained by the 
fact that quite a few of the latter group are always doing something about it. 


In fact, psychologists to the contrary, an ever-growing number of people are con- 
vinced that there is just one sure answer to happy marriage ... divorce. 


Still, for all this evidence that only one married couple in six is extremely happy, I 
somehow doubt the mad rush to the altar will be slowed or stayed.

As a con- 
sequence, discriminations here tend to tarnish 
that moral influence and are exploited by those 
who would discredit us, as manifest now in the 
propaganda use that Communists are making of 
racial discriminations in the world’s greatest 
democracy. 


There is something of all of that, as well 
as the plain intent of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to our Constitution,/in the Justice De- 
partment’s attempt to upsét that 1896 concept 
in a case soon to be argued before the Su- 
preme Court.

WASHINGTON—Anybody who dislikes music while he rides, the long-nosed gentleman said, ought © 


car of a train going from here to Birmingham, 
Ala., on the night of May 17, 1942. The table 
set aside for Negroes, with the customary curtain 
about it, was occupied by white people on the 
three different occasions when he went in to get 
his dinner and he was not permitted to eat. 

He filed a complaint with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on the ground of discrimina- 
tion under the law prohibiting discriminations on 
common carriers. Ultimately, both the Commis- 
sion and a lower Federal court, each by. divided 
decisions, held that the railroad had complied 
with regulations under the Interstate Commerce 
Act requiring equal treatment for all passengers 
in interstate carriers. 

In due course when Henderson carried an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, the ICC asked the 
Justice Department to represent it. But the Jus- 
tice Department refused. Instead, after an exam- 
ination of the case, it filed a brief with the court 
on behalf of Henderson, largely the work of 
Charles H. Weston, veteran lawyer. So we have 
the curious situation of one department of the 
Government taking a case to the Supreme Court 
against another Government agency. 

“Equal treatment means the same treatment,” 
says the Justice Department brief in asking the 
highest court to set aside the ICC order and other- 
wise challenging the whole “separate but equal 
treatment” doctrine of the Plessy versus Ferguson 
case. It says also “in our view ‘separate but 
equal’ in as much a contradiction in terms as 
‘black but white.’ ” 

The brief is an interesting sociological as well 
as legal document, offering quotations in a range 
from eminent sociologists, including Gunnar K. 
Myrdal, to the recent testimony of Jackie Rob- 
inson, of the Brooklyn Dodgers, before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee. It suggests a 
re-examination and reconsideration of the earlier 
decision 53 years ago which it asks be overruled.

NEW YORK—On the subject of newspaperism as it was practiced in Chicago during the barbarian 
days that Jack Lait recently wrote about, I should have pointed out that our ethical inferiority to 


the journalists of New York was neither our own fault nor an unmitigated defect. 
were absolutely deaf to excuses and sometimes seemed to demand a story even where there was no story. 


I wouldn’t say that they ever asked a man to 
fake but the pressure was so great that a reporter 
had to make very delicate decisions as to the 
importance of facts. Consequently, trivial stuff 
became news which, in New York might have 
been spiked as nonsense. If there was the ghost 
of a story in the tip the other men on the same 
scent might blow it up and the conservative re- 
porter who weighed the situation in the scales of 
sensible judgment might get scooped and fired 
So the competition was, as Mr. Lait says, fierce. 
In New York, on the other hand, the tempo was 
lackadaisical, so I am sure some really valid 
stories escaped. 


As a matter of fact I was such a green 
cub during the wildest era in Chicago that 
I didn’t participate in much of this frenzy, 
but I have a melancholy memory of trudging 
the streets of German, Polish and Swedish 
neighborhoods and neighborhoods of no spe- 
cial character asking photographers for pic- 
tures of this or that person who had been 
arrested, murdered or otherwise thrust into 
prominence. . 


We were absolutely crazy over pictures and, 
in the case of a person as to whom there was no 
book in the office files or police records, you had 
to start from scratch. If circumstances required, 
you indicated that you were a friend of the family 
or a school chum, and the picture-chaser was a. 
dogged but important, if untouchable, member 
of the impudent corps of inkstained wretches. 
I must have canvassed hundreds of photographers 
for pictures of dozens of individuals but I doubt 
that I brought in more than five or six. It was 
the most discouraging line of work I ever tried 
except the time I tried to sell advertising space 
on the score-cards of bowling alleys to neighbor- 
hood druggists, pressers and butchers, strictly on 
commission. 

I would walk up to the proprietor and, in a 
brisk, aggressive manner, I would say, “You don’t 
want to buy an ad on this bowling-alley score- 
sheet, do you?” , 

He would say “No.” My approach may have 
been wrong but where you are going to get turned 
down anyway, it was more efficient and econom- 
ical than taking the prospect to lunch at the Park 
Lane and plying him with rare viands, exotic 
delicacies and double martinis. I could get turned 
down by 20 prospects in the time it takes a high- 
powered New York huckster to get the bad news 
out of one. 

I think we had better writers and more of 
them in proportion to our numbers than there 
were in the genteel, journalese corps in New 
York who, until the tabloids came along, employ-

ing Chicago characters and Chicago methods, 
were almost too utterly utter. They were nice 
men and first-class straight-away news writers 
but priggishly partial to facts.

Delegates, one from each club, 


sat around a table in a sixth- 
floor room of the brand-new Ho- 
tel Codan as modern as any in 


America. The view from the 
large windows was picturesque. 
Nearly Hans Christian Ander- 
son had lived in one of those col- 
orful houses -— pink, ochre, 
brown, red, green — which lean 
tipsily against each other, like 
an illustration from some fairy 
story. 

The day was warmed with a 
golden sun that beckoned tempt- 
ingly to come out for a stroll in 
Langelinie, the beautiful park by 
the water, but the women 
around the conference table 
kept their minds strictly upon 
the business at hand. Mrs. Carl 
Briner, Chairman, before her 
marriage to a Swiss she headed 
the Personal Service Department 
of Scribners, New York. Her 
home State, Kansas, presided 
with remarkable precision, keep- 
ing each speaker to the subject 
on the agenda being discussed. 
Indeed, it was reminiscent of 
the way Carroll Payne conduct- 
ed the meetings in the High Mu- 
seum of the Association. 


Clubs were reporting their 
activities for the past 10 years. 
War years! Thrilling to hear of 
the heroism, the subterfuge to 
keep the clubs intact in spite 
of the fact that meetings were 
prohibited. 


We had morning sessions and 
afternoon sessions with elabo- 
rate, large luncheons for recrea- 
tion. And after the first day the 
meetings were held in various 
homes which gave the delegates 
an insight of life in Denmark. 
In the evenings we went once 
to the National Opera and heard 
Rigoletto very well done, and 
again we went to see the Na- 
tional Ballet, excellent! And I 
wondered why it was that At- 
lanta, as big a capital as Copen- 
hagen, counting the suburbs, and 
certainly far richer, is so very 
lacking in adequate housing for 
music and the dance. Besides 
the opera house there is a large 
concert hall where we heard 
young Gamba conduct to a 
packed and enthusiastic audi- 
ence. The Danes are great mu- 
sic lovers. 


We needed the recreations for 
our work was not easy. Compli- 
cated because of the various reg- 
ulations and customs of the 
countries in which our organiza- 
tion was functioning. DUES, for 
instance. We settled upon the 
small sum of $3, owing to the da- 
valuation of European monies 
this was not small when paid in 
the currency of some countries. 
Yet we had to plan to do without 
‘this from some countries like 
Norway where no money is al- 
lowed out.

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Bear 7,500, 
Briton Says 


By THOMAS R. HENRY 


WASHINGTON — (NANA) — 
* There is a possibility of one cow 
being the mother of as many as 
7,500 calves in a lifetime. 

This is the prediction of Sir 
John Russell, President of the 
British Association for the Ada- 
vancement of Science and director 
of the Roth-Hampstead Agricul- 
tural Experimental Station. 


Ordinarily, a cow produces only 
one offspring at a time. Multiple 
births are rare enough to arouse. 
comment. This is because the cow 
produces only a single ovum at a 
time. 

But recent experiments, Sir; 
John Russell said, have shown 
that when a cow is injected with) 
a hormone obtained from preg- 
nant mares the number of ova can 
be greatly increased. These can 
be recovered ahd transplanted into 
other cows. Then they can be 
fertilized by the now well-devel- 
opend artificial insemination proc- 
ess by which it is possible to fer- 
tilize from 10,000 to 15,000 cows 
a year. 

Thus, a desirable strain can be 
perpertuated in large numbers by 
only two parents. 

The successful implantation of 
cattle ova, he pointed out, has not 
yet been accomplished, but does 
work with rabbits. Application to 
cows awaits development of the 
proper technique. 

The combination of transplanted 
ova and artificial insemination, 
Russell pointed out, is likely to 
become an important factor in 
feeding the rapidly increasing pop- 
ulation of the world, now growing 
at the rate of 20,000,000 a year. 
This means that there is an in- 
crease in population of two human 
beings every three seconds, day 
and night. 


NEW FIRE JEEP 
‘DRIVES ITSELF’

CARROLLTON—Something 
new in the form of a fire-fight- 
ing jeep is now being seen in 
Carroll County. The mighty 
mite is proving that it can take 
care of itself as it serves the 
new Carroll County Fire Pro- 
tection Unit in fighting forest 
fires. 

According to Ranger John 
E. Hammond, the Jeep has a 
two-way radio set for keeping 
in touch with fire detection 
towers. Other equipment in- 
cludes a.fire plow with hy- 
draulic lift hooked to the rear, 
a 40-gallon water tank, a 
pump powered off the trans- 
mission, a 30-foot hose, an axe, 
a shovel and two back-pack 
tanks and pumps for men to 
carry. 

The Jeep can run a hose into 
a branch or lake and pump a 
steady supply of water while 
fighting forest fires.

Velvet beans, another crop that 
dries slowly, will be run through 
the dryer. Seed may even be wet 
and run through the machine.

The charge for artifi- 
cial breeding will be $7 per ani- 
mal. 

James Dudley, 
Gainesville, trained in the tech- 
nique of artificial insemination, 
has been employed by the Associ- 
ation, Brown said. He added the 
group has arrangements with own- 
ers of Jersey, Guernsey and Hol- 
stein bulls in Asheville, N. C., to 
fly semen to Moultrie.
